August loud explosions were heard, | 


and on the 28th came the eruption 
that fairly shook the planet, 

The eruption was followed by an 
appalling darkness, with a downpour 
of mud and sand. Then camo a tre- 
mendous tidal movement, the water 
receding and then returning and over 
whelming the people on the shores. 
The tidal wave was fifty feet high. 

When investigation became possible 
it was found that Krakatoa had burst, 
throwing one part elght ‘miles to the 
north and hurling the other part com- 
pletely over Lang island, seven miles 
to the northeast, 

The great mountain was literally 
torn.up by the. roots, as was shown by 
the fact that over the spot where the 
exploded volcano had stood the sound- 
ing Ine found a depth of 160 fathoms, 
| or 960 feet. Other soundings showed 
that the bottom of the ocean for miles 
around had been changed. Islands that 
, had never been seen before appeared 

and others entirely disappeared. 

The damage to human life, done 
| chiefly by the monster tidal waves, 
| has never been definitely estimated, 
but it is known that at least 100,000 
perished. The loss was probably far 
in excess of that number.

THE VANISHING SEA COW. 


A Marine Curiosity That Is Rapidly 
- Nearing Extinction. 

One of the targest fish that has fn-— 
habited the waters of the guif of Mox- 
ico and the south Atlantic coast of 
this esuntry and which ts almost ex- 
tinct is known as the manatee.

ENEMIES. IN THAT CONFLICT, 


Now They Are Clasped In Peace In the 
Massachusetts Historical Society 
Building—A Legacy From the Hie: 
torian Prescott and His Wife. 


The most tmpressive memorials of 
the battle of Bunker Hill are the huge 
shaft over in Charlestown and a pair 
of swords which hang crossed iike « 
pair of clasped hands over the door of 
the building of the Massachusetts His- 
torical society. 

Both these swords were used in thé 
herotc duel of June 17, 1775, the one by 
the commander of the patriot forces, 
the other by the captaln of one of the 
British war vessels which bombarded 
Charlestown and protected the cross- 
fing of the Englilsh troops. And for 
Many years these swords, whitch had 
net been beaten {nto plowsbares after 
the &criptural prophecy, but which had 
become the symbols of peace neverthe 
less, hung upon the wall of a great 
‘American bistorian whose father was 
the son of the American commander 


, and whose wife was the granddaugh- 
' ter of the British captain. 


It was to these weapons that Thack- 


| eray referred ip the very first para- 


graph of bis novel “The Virginians,” 
which reads thus: 

“Op the library wall of one of the 
most famous writers of America there 
hang two crossed swords, which his 
relatives wore In the great War of In- 
dependence. The one sword was gal- 
lantly drawn in the service 6f the 
king, and the other was the weapon of 
the brave and honored repybdtican sol- 
dier. The possessor of the harmless 
trophy has earned for bimself a name 
alike hovored in his ancestors’ country 
and his own, where genius euch as his 
has always a peaceful welcome.” 

Willlam Hickling Prescott, author of 
“The Conquest of Mexico,” “Ferdinand 
and Isabella,” and other fascinating 
histortes, the grandson in bis paternal 
Mine of Colonel William Prescott, who- 
held the hill against the British grena- 
diers and gave the world the first taste 
of the valor of the Continentals and 
whose wife was the granddanghter of .

Captain John Linzee on that April 
day {vu 1775 was charged with the duty 
of cannonading the rebels and cover- 
ing the passoge of the British soldiers, 
The British ships of war were moored

Thus the two 
swords came into the possession of one 
family. 

The historian bad a degree of pride 
fp bls ancestry and liked to discourse 
upon occasion about these swords. In 
this respect he resembled Sir Walter 
Bcott. ‘The weapons used to hang over 
the recess of ‘the great window tp his 
Ubrary used commonly as a reception 
room, where they were the more con- 
spicuous because of the thousands of 
books, the busts and the pictures by 
which they were surrounded, It was 
frow the room of the scholar that these 
ancestral memorials were removed to 
the quarters of tho historical! society, 
That happened tn this wise: 

Tpon the death of the historian {t 
was found that the thirteenth item tn 
bis will read thus: “The sword of 
Colonel William ['rescott,” worn by 
bim ip the battle of Bunker OM, 1 
give to the Maarachusetts Oistorical 
society as a curlosity suitable to be 
preserved among thelr collections, and 
the sword which belonged to wy 
wife's grandfather, Captain Linzee of 
the British royal navy, who command. 
ed one of the encmy’s ships during the 
game battle, | give to my wife.” 

When William G. Gardiner on April 
14, 1859, sent a letter to Robert O, 
Winthrop, president of the GHistorival 
society, formally conveying the infor- 
mation that the swords were to be 
come the property of the Institution 
he sald aa toe the Linzee sword, “Mra. 
Prescott and the other belra of Cap: 
taln Linzee unite in reqnesting me to 
present at the same time in their be 
half the sword of thelr ancestor also, 
that the two, enriched by all the mem- 
orles which now belong to them, may 
stil) hang together on its walls.”

Doings ‘at Ottawa 


Ottawa, Dec. 7th.—At last 

Premier Borden has _ brought 
down his temporary expedient to 
tide over the government’s emer- 
gency regarding the navy. It 
calls for a gift of $85,000,000 of 
Canadian money to the Imperial 
adwiralty for the construction of 
three of the finest u.cdern war- 
/ ships that science can deyiee or 
ee buy. These vessels are to 
be constructed in England and 
turned over to the British admir- 
alty as fast as built, manned by 
them with HKuglish officers and 
crews and added to the equipment 
of the fleet for such services as the 
admiralty may think fit, also to 
be. maintained entirely by the 
Roxal Navy. 

Inall his lengthy address Mr. 
Borden proceeded upon the as- 
sumption that there was a string- 
entemergency which demanded

Dominions, 

The Prime Minister. gave an 
élaborate account of his visit to 
England, which he read from copy 
furnished jn. advance to the 
Government press; in) which he 
outlined the negotiations between 
himself end his colleagues and the 
British ministers and admira lity 
officials. As a retult of these 
negotiations he presented a memo- 
randum which hid been fifrnish- 
ed him by the Admiralty, setting 
forth the position of affairs. But 
instead of giving copies of this 
memorandum to the House before 
the opening of the session she care- 
fully preserved it, 80 that no one 
hut himself knew what was the 
nature of the arguments to be 
brought down, and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and the other leaders of 
the Libera) party were deliberate- 
ly placed at a disadvantage in 
considering the propositions to be 
made all of which was quite con- 
tary tothe recognized system of 
the British Parliament, where 
nava) matters especially are’treat- 
edon a wnational rather than a 
party basis. 

Toe gist of this memorandum 
was that while during past years 
the British fleet had becp steadily 
increasing in power and efficieucy 
all the other nations” had’ been 
increasing, 80 that while the.

This is followed. by assurances 
that whatever Canada niay deeide 
“at the present juneture’_ Great 
Britain will not fail in’ ber duty 
to the Overseas Dominions of the 
Crown. And again “The — aid 
which Cunada could give at the 
present Lime is not to be measured 
only in ships or maney. Any ac- 
uiou on the part of Canada to in- 
crease the power and. mobility of 
the Imperial navy, and thus widen 
the margin of our common safety, 
would be recognized everywhere 
as a moat significant witness tothe 
United strength of the Empire, 
and to the renewed resolve of the 
Overseas Dominions to take their 
part in maintaining its integrity.”
